Belgrade, Jugo-Slavia, October 7.~— 

(United News.)—A diplomatic crisis 
between Jugo-Slavia and Bulgaria 
was brought sharply toward a climax 
today. 
Jugo-Slavia threatened to sever diplo- 
matie relations if bandit bands from 
Bulgaria were permitted to continue 
raids acrossethe frontier. 

Shortly after the threat was made 
a bandit band—one of the famous 
“comitadjis’—went across the fron- 
tier at the village of Klisura. 

Bombed Building. 

They bombed and seriously damaged 
a building on Jugo-Slavian soil. 

Gendarmes pursued the bandits to 
the border. 

Earlier in the day, the Jugo-Sla- 
vian minister at Sofia, the Bulgarian 
capital, had threatened severance of 
relations if bandits again crossed the 
frontier. 

The crisis was foreshadowed for 
several days. .It came to a head 
when a comitadji band assassinated 
General Kovachevitch, a distinguished 
Jugo-Sjavian officer. 

Heated representations followed. 

Plots Admitted. 

The situation was aggravated by 
the reported issued at Sofia of a 
communique, signed by leaders of the 
comitadji bands, admitting recent plots 
to blow up the Skoplje-Salonika rail- 
war, and speaking of skirmishes with 
Jugo-Slavian gendarmes in frontier dis- 
tricts, 


Tos Angeles, October 7.—(4)—The

The Fixed Policy of the State. 


It 'was_the intention of the great 
men whe made that constitution, to 
continue and carry out the policy of 
the state from the date of its vurig- 
inal organization, and they. did not 
anticipate that there would come any 
time in the future when there would 
be any lack of observance or opera- 
tion of the constitntion as to the 
common schools of the state provided 
for in that article. 

They recalled that in the constitu- 
tion of 1777, 100 years before. it 
had been provided that.“Schools shail 
be erected in each county and sup- 
ported at the general expense of the 
state.” 

They also recalled that in the con- 
stitution of 1798 is was enjoined that 
“The arts and sciences ‘shall be pro- 
moted in one or more seminarivs of 
learning; and the legislature shall, 
as soon as conveniently may be, give 
such further donations and privileges 
to thoce already established as may 
be necessary to secure the objects of 
their institution.”

Equal Rights to All Children. 

The thing for which L contend 
the right of auy child to demand of 
the state equal instruction in the ele- 
mentary branches of an Engtish edu- 
eation with every other ehild whe is 
getting it at the state's expense. 

In other words, it is the e stitu- 
tional obligation of the state to pro- 
vide equal, uniform insiruction, with 
equal terms and equal favilities to all 
the children of the commorweaith. 

It is not eonstitutional, just end 
equal to function a system that pro- 
vides only three or four months’ 
schooling in some districts and seven 
to nine months of instruction in other 
districts, 

It is true that local constituencies, 
county or city, may provide » wider 
scheme of instruction by local taza- 
tion, and that is all well enough. 

Bui, if the state is only committed 
to pay for three months of schooling 
in the poorest mountain or wiregrass 
county of the state, it bas no right, 
in justice, or under the constitution, 
to pay for more instruction to the 
children in Fulton or Bibb eounties. 
Any such disproportion vitiates the 
constitutional system entively. 

The people of Georgia are perfectly 
competent, so far as property and 
means are concerned, to support the 
uniform free and equal zystem .aade 
obligatory by the constitution. 

The expenses of suei a system are 
made secondary only to those oc sup- 
porting the civil establishment.
